upon whose motion Judge Dorsey took the Chair, for the 
purpose of organizing the Convention, and George Cook and 
W. P. Mathews were appointed Secretaries.

The Committee further reported the following resolution, 
which was adopted : 

Beeobed, That the Convention be governed in its proceed- 
ings by the ordinary parliamentary rules, known to representa- 
tive assemblies — and that the vote of the Convention be taken 
in all questions /MT cegpUa^ unless required by any member to 
vote by delegations, in which event, the question p rop osed 
shall be decided by the vote of the delegations. 



The officers of the Convention having taken their seats, it 
was upon motion of Mr. Yost, of Washington county, 

Beaohed^ That the vacancies in the committee of organiza 
tion, occasioned by the appointment of officers to preside over 
die Convention, be filled up by the President 

Whereupon the following gentlemen were appointed : 

Col. Wm. H. Fitzhugh, of Washington county ; Mr. Gar- 
ner, of St Mary's count3r, Mr. Gray, of Baltimore county. 

Whereupon, the committee of organization asked and ob- 
tained leave to sit again. 

On motion of Mr. Stewart, of Montgomery, 

Resohed^ That the committee of organization be requested 
to print their report, and cause a copy thereof for each member 
of this body to be left with the Secretaries for distribution be- 
fore the time of meeting on to-morrow. 

The Convention then adjourned, until to-morrow morning, 
at ten o'clock. 



Tuesday, May 3, 1836, 
10 o'clock, a. m. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment, when Mr. 
Howard, of Anne Arundel, firom the Committee of Organiza- 
tion, reported as the business proper to be brought before tl\e 
Convention, a series of resolutions, which, after a long and 
deliberate discussion, having received some inconsiderable 
amendments, were eventually passed by the unanimous vole 
of the Convention in the followiDg form : 

1. Resolved^ That it is the clear and deliberate opinion of 
this Convention that the time has arrived at which it becomes 
the duty of the State to furnish such aid as may be in its 
power, towards the accomplishment of the public works now in 
progress, which are directed to the object of promoting and 
enlarging the commercial relations of Maryland wi^ the 
West That, at the present crisis, no delay should be suffered, 
nor time lost in settling the details and providing for the exe- 
cution of an extensive system of internal improvements, calcu- 
lated to develope and bring into action the various resources 
of the state, and especially that efficient measures should be 
adopted by the Legislature to jdace Maryland in a position 
which may enable her to contend with the strenuous and 
eager rivalry with which her neighbour states are endeavour- 
ing to secure the commerce of the west. 
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2. Resolved, That, in accordance with these Ai 
it is most essential to the prosperity of our people, Ihet thi 
means be supplied for the speedy completion of the Ouul l» 
Cumberland, and in aid of its extension to the city of Brifr 
more ; and that that work should be sustained and p anomelri i 
by the legislature upon the plan, 

First, of rendering it the property of the state^ — at laaM^ i» 
far as may secure to the stats authorities the future 
and control of the Canal, both in its construction, and 
quent employment, and 

Secondly, of bringing it to the city of Baltimom by As 
most eligible route *, as much as possible through the 
of the state, and in such manner as shall render it 
ducive to the trade and convenience of our own popmlilisai 
thus giving it distinctively the character and value ' ef i 
STATE WORK. 

3. Resolved, That it is not less important to the people tC 
this state that the Baltimore and Ohio Rail Road ehoidd be 
extended with all possible expedition to the western watMs; 
and that this measure derives a peculiar claim to the imiiie' 
diate attention of the legislature from the circumstance tfast 
large portions of the people residing beyond the Ohio river an 
waiting for the completion of this work with a view to ill 
immediate prolongation still further westward, by whid 
means the city of Baltimore, will be brought into sin inti- 
mate connection with the flourishing communities reeidiiy ^ 
the lakes. That looking to this circumstance this Conven- 
tion attaches a value to the Baltimore and Ohio Rail Bead 
which warrants the expression of the opinion, that it is des- 
tined soon to be regarded as one of the most important nation- 
al works of internal improvement in the Union. 

4. Resolved, That in case the state of Maryland shall suIh 
scribe the necessary funds to complete the Baltimore and Ohie 
Rail Road, it will, in the opinion of this Convention, be fit and 
proper for the legislature, to require that the road be made In 
and through the state of Maryland, provided it can be done 
upon equal or nearly equal terms, both as to distance and 
expense, as through an adjoining state. 

6. Further resolved, As the opinion of this Convention that 
the motives of policy which originated the Canal and Rail 
Road referred to in these resolutions, still imperiously demand 
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their vigoioas prosecution; that every connderation which 
flrtt recommended these undertakings still exists with additional 
cogency to persuade us to push them forward : that the in- 
ereasing value of the western trade, and the incessant and 
powerful efforts making by other communities to draw that 
trade firom our borders, leave us no choice, if other motives 
were wanting, but the steady and persevering determination to 
accomi^h all that the resources of our State may enable us 
to achieve by the prosecution of these w(Nrks. That, in fact, 
upon our adoption of this determination depends in a great 
degree the alternative, of seeing Maryland, on the one hand 
cheeked in her growth, disa|^inted in her just hopes and 
thrown in the rear of her sister states, — ^her resources dormant, 
her toil unrewarded, and her prosperity rotrogade; and on the 
oAer hand, Maryland a powerful, thriving and opulent com- 
munity, the seat of a vast commerce, whose enUvening influ- 
ence shall be felt through every vein of her system; her agri- 
eulturo improved under the husbandry of a growing popula- 
tion, her labour fully employed, her lands increasing in value, 
and het public burdens progressively diminishing by the pro- 
fits of her public works. 

6. Resohedj That the opening of the canal to Cumberiand, 
in addition to its value as a channel of western trade, is des- 
tined to infbduce the most beneficial effects upon the prosperity 
of Maryland, by its agency in creating a new branch of trade 
in the suj^ly of the Eastern States with coal, — a trade which 
it is not dfflcult to foresee must rapidly become a source of 
immense wealth to our peofde. 

7. Readhed furiherj As the opinion of this Convention, 
that the credit of the state is amjde to provide the funds ne- 
cessary for the completion of these works, and that sound 
policy requires that the State should exert that credit for 
this end. That it is of essential importance such worii:s 
should be as short a time as possible under construction, 
because tfieir capacity to roimburse the outlay employed in 
making them, is dependant upon their entiro completion, and 
thatr Aerofero the whole amount necessary for their accom- 
plishment should be provided for in such a manner as to 
complete them without delay. Under this persuasion it is 
fhrfher resolved by this Convention, that they will heartily 
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concur wiA the L^islature in the purpose of taking imme* 
diate measures to supply the proper amount of funds requisite 
to the completion of the above mentioned works, and will use 
their earnest endeavours to sustain such measures by impress^ 
ing upon their fellow citizens throughout the State the value 
of the policy by which they are suggested. 

8. Resolved, That this Convention has full fidth in the 
capacity of the Rail Road and Canal, when completed, to repay 
to the State the cost of their construction, and to jrield a 
valuable revenue to the public treasury. 

9. And whereasy it is the opinion of this Convention, that 
the proposed Rail Road on the Eastern Shore of Maryland, is 
well deserving of the fiivourable regard of the people. 

Firstj Because it is designed to open to- the inhabitants of 
that shore, an easy access to the neighbouring states, wbeieby 
they may not only enjoy a choice of markets for the produce 
of their land, but also, be enabled to sup[dy th«Be markets with 
many agricultural products which at present they find no mo* 
tive to cultivate, and which under the cheap and rapid .trans- 
portation of a rail road, will become a source of great value. 

Secondy Because it must have an obvious tendency to sti- 
mulate the industry of the people residing on that shore, by the 
inducements it will afford to the improvement of agriculture, 
by augmenting the value of land, increasing population, pro- 
moting mechanical and conmi^rcial emfdoyment, and in other 
respects, meliorating the condition of the inhabitants. 

And third, because this road, being a matter of interest to 
other communities, will bring a large amount of fiueign capital 
to be expended in the district through which it is designed to 
pass, and by this means, afford employment and profit to many 
citizens of the state: Therefore, 

Resolved, That the rail road contemplated to be laid out firom 
Cecil county, to some point on the Chesapeake bay, at the 
lower extremity of the Eastern Shore, is entitled to the en- 
couragement and support of the Legislature, to whose consid- 
eration, it is earnestly recommended by this Convention. 

10. Resolved, That this Convention, in enumerating the 
public works mentioned in the preceding resolutions, would be 
understood, as merely indicating their oinnion, as to what may 
be deemed the primary objects of concern to the people of 
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Maryland, in regard to Internal Improvements, but in no re-* 
gpect to leave room for the inference that it may not be expe 
dient fer the state, at the present time, to contribute its aid 
towards other undertakings. This Convention, with the fullest 
reliance upon the intelligence and patriotism of the Legisla- 
ture, leave to their wisdom the determination of the various 
subjects which may enter into a general system of Improve- 
ments, as well as all matters of detail relating thereto. 

11. PinaUf/ Resolved, That this Convention heartily adopt 
and reiterate the sentiments expressed, in the address of the 
City of Baltimore, believing it to be fully justified by the 
actual experience of several states of this Union, ^^thcU the 
fair cast of good works, whenpromptly executed, nomatterhow 
extensioe, never can lessen the wealth qf the people who con- 
struct them; but, on the contrary, such works return a rieh 
bounty to the generation which makes them, by refunding the 
enfital employed, enlarging trade, creating new demands for 
Ubour, raising greatly the value of land in all directions, re- 
warding industry by large profits, and finally by sigpplying a 
public revenue whidi relieves the people from even the ordinary 
taxes qf government.'*'^ 

JRewhed, That these resolutions be respectfully submitted 
to the General Aiisembly of Maryland. 

During the discussion of these resolutions, the Convention 
took a recess until 4 o'clock, p. m. after which the resolutions 
were passed. 

The delegation from Pittsburg having requested to be excus- 
ed fiom voting on the resolutions, they were accordingly ex- 
cused by the unanimous vote of the Convention. 

On motion of Mr. Kennedy, it was 

Resohed, That the Secretaries of the Convention be request- 
ed to take measures to have a full copy of the proceedings of 
this Convention published in the several newspapers of the 
State of Maryland, and in such other form as the officers of 
this Convention may think proper. 

On motion of Mr. Howard, of Anne Arundel, 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed, to consist of one 
member from each county in the State of Maryland^ repre- 
sented in this Convention, together with two members of the 
committee fiK)m the city of Baltimore, whose duty it shall be. 
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to attend at the city of Anuapolisj for the purpose of presenting 
to the Legislature of the State, at the approaching session, the 
resolution^ and views of said Convention, and, also, for the 
purpose of affording such facilities as may be deemed neces- 
sary to accomplish the object of this Convention. 

Resolved, That this committee be appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Convention. 

Mr. Kennedy made a communication from the Board of 
Trade of the city of Baltimore, offering to cause the proceed- 
ings of this Convention to be published. 

When, on motion of Mr. Tost, of Washington county, it 
was, 

Resolved J That the Convention accept the offer of the Board 
of Trade of the city of Baltimore, to publish the proceedings 
of this Convention ; and that the Convention return its thanks 
to the Board of Trade for their liberal offer. 

On motion of Mr. Howard, of Anne Arundel, 

Resolved, That this Convention full recognize the vast im- 
portance of the connection with the rich valley of the Susque- 
hanna, and the vast lake-country of the north-west, now in 
the progress of formation by means of the Baltimore and 
Susquehanna Rail Road, and admiring the wisdom that could 
appreciate its benefits, they offer this tribute to the liberality 
of the L^slature of Maryland, which has provided the funds 
adequate to the completion of diat important work. 

On motion of Mr. Howard, also 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Maryland delegates be 
tendered to the delegates from Wheeling and Pittsburg, for 
their attendance. 

On motion of Mr. Hood, of Anne Arundel, 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be presented 
to the President and Vice-Presidents of this Convention, for 
the able manner in which they have presided over its delibe- 
rations. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be offered to 
the Secretaries thereof, for the manner in which they have dis- 
charged the various duties assigned to them. 

Also, on motion. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be tendered 
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'-J to did editors of the daily papers of this city, for furnishing 

ihem with their papers. 

On motion of Mr. Kennedy, the Convention then adjourned 

sine die.
